$4 350,000 FUND 


President Schurman An- 
nounces Anonymous Gift 
to Medical School. 


COMES FROM O. H. PAYNE. 


New Tork. Nov. 16.—[Spectal.]—President 
Jacob Gould Schurman of Cornell university 
announced tonight in Ithaca that $4,350,000 
had been given to the Cornell university 
medical school by an anonymous giver. Mr. 
Schurman said he was not at liberty to dis- 
close the name of the donor, and that no of- 
ficial announcement of it would be forth- 
coming. 

It is known, however, that Col. Oliver H. 
Payne of New York is the donor. He was 
called at his home on Fifth avenue tonight at 
8 o'clock, but it was said he had gone to 
bed. Col. Payne had previously given $4,- 
000,000 to Cornell medical school in varying 
amounts, 


Big Gift Previously Rumored. 

There was a report in Ithaca two weeks ago 
that the medical school had received a gift 
of $4,000,000. Col. Payne’s name was not 
coupled with this gift, but after the rumor 
had been printed trustees and officials of the 
university denied that any such gift had been 
made. ‘ 

The denial was true and the gift was not 
made until last Friday, when President 
Schurman came to New York and received 
the gift from Col. Payne, went back to Ithaca 
and made the simple announcement yester- 
day that such a gift had been received. Pres- 
ident Schurman said later that he had noth- 
ing to add to the statement that the gift wil! 
insure an annual i of about $200,000 
for the medical school. 


Income Only to Meet Expenses, 

None of the money is to be used for new 
buildings. The income will be used for run- 
ning expenses, according to a statement 
made by one of the trustees. Besides the 
usual expenses it will provide for an in- 
,ereased faculty and will allow more money 
to get high grade men for teaching. 

The money will be used only for the medical 
school in New York City,

The Tribune’s staff correspondent, 
Observer, just returned from a com- 
prehensive tour of Mexico, writes the 
subjoined article as the first of a series 
on conditions in that distraught land. 
This initial article describes the fight- 
ing in Monterey between the federale 
and” rebels in the first attack by the 
latter, late in October, when “ Ob- 
server’ was personally present. 

In articles to follow the one pub- 
lished today, Oberer will deal 
with the whole situation in Mezico. 
He is the only newspaper man known 
to have traversed the whole of that 
country since midsummer.

Monterey, the capital of Nueva Leon, is the 
most important town, commercially, politi- 
cally, and strategically in northeastern Mex- 
ico. From it railway lines run in every di- 
rection, three of them going, respectively, to 
Dagle Pass, Laredo, and Brownsville, Ten. 

As long as the federala can hold Monterey 
they have some basis for their claim to horth- 
eastern Mexico. Its capture by the Car- 
ranzistas (rebels) would be perhaps a fatal 
blow to the Huerta government and would 
give the rebels an argument to back their 
claim for recognition as belligerents whieh 
the American government could hardly re- 
sist. 
The rebels started their movements against 
Monterey by cutting off communication with 
the outside world. One line of railway after 
another was cut. In spite of this and per- 
sistent rumors of rebel successes the news- 
papers, which publish only what the govern- 
ment wishes, were full of assurances that all 
rebel forces had been beaten and dispersed. 
These lying statements, and the most vicious 
ones imaginable about Americans and their 
government, made up the bulk of the news. 


Federal General Abandons His Troops. 

By the 18th of October, however, the re- 
ports and rumors ot the proximity of the 
rebels in all directions caused considerable 
alarm in Monterey. This apprehension in- 
creased daily. 

On the 20th Gen. Rubio Navarette, whose 
station was at Lampasos, on the Laredo 
line, and who was supposed to keep that line 
open, arrived in Monterey. He gave out that 
he had come in by train and that the line wag 
in perfect order. 

As a matter of fact he had abandoned his 
post and, together with His staff, had run 
away in an automobile to Monterey. They 
sent him back, but he got no farther than 
Salinas, about twenty miles to. the north, 
when he found the garrison being attacked 
by rebels. He again abandoned his troops, 
returning to Monterey, which he left the 
same evening on a special train for Tampico 
on his way to Mexico City. 

This same train carried two of the Maderos 
and eighteen other prominent citizeng of 
Monterey, arrested on an order from Mexico 
City for complicity in a plot against the goy- 
ernment. 

Whether there was such a plot or not no 
one knows. Every one does know, however, 
that all prominent Mexicans suspected of 
rebel sympathies are arrested and frequently 
shot without trial whenever the rebel forces 
approach: the town in which the suspects live, 


Burned Bridges Blocked Escape, 

In the meanwhile Gen. Navarette's troopg 
attempting to escape from Salinas by train, 
found the rebels had burned a bridge in front 
of them. On backing up toward 
they found a bridge burnt behind them. 

Before they could decide what to do next 
they found themselves under a heavy rebel 
fire. Jumping off the train they dispersed in 
the brush. The next morning the train con- 
ductor, with eleven companions, some, so0i- 
diers, and the remainder of the train crew, 
appeared in Monterey, having walked in from 
the scene of the disaster. 

The Zlst the people in Topo, Chico, a mall 
town four miles north of Monterey, could 
hear firing to their north.

Advices Received from South, 

Secretary Bryan was at the state depart:

United States government and probably re- 
tard: any action toward recognition of the 
rebel government,”’ Senator Catron said.

May Become Headquarters. 

It was announced at rebel headquarters 
today that Gen. Venustiano Carranga, chief 
of the rebel forces in Mexico, may transfer 
his headquarters from Sonora to Juarez 
within a few days. The possible transfer of 
the rebel headquarters wee discussed this 
afternoon at a meeting between Gen. Fra 
cisco Villa and a commission which arrived 
here today from Gen. Carranza. 

The provisional state capital of Chihuahua 
will be established at Juarez this week. The 
previsional governor of the State has not 
At a meeting with the business men of 
Juarez today Gen. Villa appointed the munic- 
wal and federal officers for Juarez.

Vera Cruz, Nov. 16.—Rear Admiral Boush, 
on board the United States battleship Loulsi- 
ana, off Tuxpam, reports indications of rebels 
in strong force in the vicinity of Tuxpam and 
Tampico, and says both places are likely 
to be attacked at any moment. 

Commander Kittelle of the gunboat Wheel- 
ing, reports that there are fifteen American 
women and children at Tanguijo, near Tux- 
pam, and that the rebel leader refuses to 
permit them to leave on the ground that 
their departure would be taken as evidence 
that they were not safe within his lines. If 
they are still being held tomorrow Com- 
mander Kittelle says steps will be taken to 
secure their release. 

SAYS HUERTA DRINES HARD. 

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 16.—[Special.]—F. R. 
Bonin of the Berlin Tageblatt, who ig here 
on his way from Mexico City to Germany, 
says Provisional President Huerta is intox- 
feated almost every day, and generally is 
seen drunk around the cafés at late hours. 

“This is one reason why no one can tell 
what Huerta will do or say.“ Mr. Bonin says, 
“In his irresponsible condition at times he 
is likely to give or countermand any kind of 
order or statement.“ 

SAYS “BOYCOTT” WILL SUCCEED. 

LONDON, Nov. 16.—Senor Covarrubias, 
former Mexican minister to Russia, in a 
statement today said that President Wilson 
need only continue his boycotting policy a 
while longer and the Constitutionalists could 
be trusted to provided a proper solution for 
the difficulty. 

Gen. Huerta’s defiance could not change 
the situation, he said, for the United States 
had conducted all the negotiations with such 
dignity and such a desire to find a peaceful 
and permanent solution that it was not likely 
to be tricked into acting hastily.

Newspaper dispatches from there 
dated Nov. 6 said the countess had lost a 
gold mesh bag in Newport. That bag was 
studded with diamonds and rubies. A re- 
ward of $100 was offered for its return.

RETREAT IN GOOD ORDER. 


All Soldiers Poor Shots; Lack 
War Experience; Like Bar- 
barians of Ancient Times. 
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shown by the fact that, though there was 
undoubtedly over à thousand men and six 
field guns in this fight, the total of killed 
and wounded for both sides did not exceed 
- fifteen. 

Just after dark the fugitives straggied into 
Monterey. In some cases officers had kept 
their companies together and marched 
them in. : 

In others. men and officers straggied in 
individually or in groups, on foot, on horse- 
back and in wagons; or anything else they 
could get hold of. Their appearance alone 
told the story without the frank admission 
they generally made of their defeat. The 
wounded, with few exceptions, had been 
abandoned. 


Fo Rush to Safety. 

The ‘sound of this fight could be piainly 
heard in northern Monterey. It started a 
rush for the American consulate, not 0 much 
on the part of the Americans, many of whom 
remained in their own homes, but on the 
part of Spaniards, Syrians; Chinese, and 
Mexicans of both factions. ' 

The federals shoot or hang all rebels or 
suspected rebels, generally summarily with- 
out trial and with little or no evidence. The 
rebels shoot all captured federal officers 
above the rank of firet lieutenant. They 
also have a list of prominent citizens whe 
have worked against them. These if caught 
are executed or forced to pay large sums of 
money. 

The demand for American flags would have 
mad à fortune for a speculator. The very 
Mexicans who most abuse the United States 
and everything confected with it were the 
quickest. to hang out American flags or in 
many cases to seek asylum in the American 
consulates. 

Open Attack on Monterey.- 
‘ne morning of the 23d at about 8 o'clock 
tho rebels attacked Monterey in two bodies. 
The main body with two field guns advanced 
through smelter No. 3 (a plant of the Ameri- 
car. Smelting and Refining company) to the 
Gulf railway station. 

‘The other force, which numbered about 000 
mcn, rode into the northwest part of town 
and attacked the federal soldiers in their 
barracks on the Plaza de Armas. 

Though the rebels had to advance across 
an most open plain, the federal troops did 
not meet them outside of town or even at the 
edge of town, but waited wellwithinit. This 
resulted in practically both rebel forces 
being actually in the northern limits of Mon 
terey before they were fired on. 

With their entry started the unmistakable 
sharp crack of the Mauser, the duller tone et 
the Remington and other types, the erach - 
Ung sounds a bullet always makes as it 
rushes through the air, the whirr of the rico- 
chet, the riveting machine noisé of the ma- 
chine guns, and the rush of the shrapnel, 


‘ending in a bang as it bursts, drenching the 


ground below and to its front with ite hun- 
dreds of bullets and fragments. 

To these customary sounds of battle were 
added others only heard in street fighting, 
the thud. of bullets against masonry, their 
whang against steel trolley poles, the eoft 
noise of electric wires cut in two falling to 
the ground, and the exaggerated. sound of 
rifies fired in streets lined with masonry. 


Federals Flee to Center of Monterey. 

The federals in the barracks, though be- 
hind thick stone walls. resisted but a short 
time, part of them running south towards the 
center of town and the balance going over to 
the rebels and thus adding to the rebel 
etrength. 

By noon time the firing lines of the two 
rebel forces had joined. During the after- 
noon they pressed south into the city. until 
they occupied a line lapping around the peni- 
tentiary to the west, thence to Juarez plaza, 
from there to a position a few blocks north 
and east of the Federal palace, and thence 
south to the river. . 

At the same time a smaller force of rebels 
attacked the city from the south. Thus by 
nightfall, when all firing practically ceased, 
the rebels had succeeded in hemming up the 
federals in the center of the city, with no 
outlet open to them other than the one to the 
west. 

To get food the rebels broke open the small 
stores scattered around the city. To prevent 
railway communication being resumed they 
burned during the 234 nearly 70U locomotives 
and cars of different types, and all railway 
shops and storehouses. They did not burn 
the railway stations. , 


Railway Destruction Important. 

The destruction of the railways is of the 
greatest importance to the rebels, as it pro- 
vents the federals, who are practically all 
infantry, from rapidly moving their troops 
from point to point. 

Once the federal infantry is compelled to 
walk, which, incidentally it never does it it 
can help it, the rebels, who ars all cavalry, 
are able to outmarch and outmaneuver them 
at their will. 

They also burned warehouses full of fooa 
supplies and the property of the rich Mexi- 
cans who had been too open in their support 
of Huerta and his government. 

They respected, however, all American and 
foreign property. In the case of two adjoin- 
ing +ember yards, one of which belonged to 
an American and the other to a Mexican, they 
burned the Mexican one and while doing so 
put men on the roof of the American prop- 
erty to prevent its catching fire. 

With nightfall the city mob took advan- 
tage of the disorder to loot and.to burn. 
Many of them continued it next morning, 
when men, women and children could be seen 
dragging out of the little corner stores every- 
thing they contained. 
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stricken rebels, and compared the federal 
troope to all the military heroes, past and 
present. 

What really happened was that as the 
rebels quietly retired the federals advanced 
very slowly down the streets, hugging the 
walls on either side. "When they reached 
the northern edge of town they stopped. 

The rebels who were about 4,000 strong, 
remained until the third morning after the 
fight within three miles of Monterey. In 
spite of this the federal troops, who num- 
bered nearly 6,000, amply supplied with fleid 


and machine guns, made no attempt to come 


in contact with them, much less to seriously 
engage them. The federal troops were kept 
in the streets and parks of the city until the 


rebels had marched off. 


Federals Shoot Down Civilians. 

The night of the 24th the federal soldiers 
in the streets did considerable shooting. In 
the morning the bodies of civilians scattered 
among the federal and rebel dead showed the 
result of it. 

vent daybreak of the 25th they started a 
long series of arrests and executions among 
the lower classes. : », 

Nothing more than a suspicion or an accu- 
sation on the part of a neighbor was neces-

yellow coats. Trials were unknown. In 
most cases not even @ cursory examination of 
the accused was made. 

In many cases federal rurales would ride 
up to a house, call the owner to the door, 
shoot him as he opened it and ride away, 
leaving him lying there. Practically all these 
executions were of citizens of Monterey, not 
of strangers found in the town. 


Man y Citizens Take Sides. 

During the fighting quite a number of 
civilians fired from the housetops at the 
federals or rebels, according to their incli- 
nation. 

This is something which no army will sub- 
mit to. Most armies summarily execute any 
civilian caught armed during a combat. The 
federals, however, imagined that every bul- 
let which dropped in the street from above— 
and due to the wild firing indulged in by 
both sides there were plenty of them—came 
from a housetop. 

Without further evidence they would pick 
out the house from which the firing was sup- 
posed to come and though seeing nobody on 
ite roof and unable when they searched it 
to find any evidence whatsoever, they, in 
many cases, would drag out the owner and 
shoot him. 

As the federal forces advanced north 
along the streets the evening of the twenty- 
ninth they frequently cried Viva Carran- 
za.” If any unfortunate responded in the 
same manner they promptly shot him, 


Murder on Slightest Pretext. 

During this same advance a dismounted 
rebel, seeing himself almost in the hands of 
the federals, jumped through the closed glass 
door of a house on the Calazado Progresso. 
Some federal rurales, too far off to shoot at 
him as he disappeared, rode up to the house, 
and, without making any effort to enter or 
search it, sat on their horses and deliberately 
fired four or five shots each through the door 
end the windows. 

The dead were all looted. Federal soldiers 
and officers were guilty of this and undoubt- 
edly also civilians and rebels: In all civilized 
armies iooters of the dead are shot on the 
spot. 


Rebels Prove Better Shots. 

From what was seen of both forces, the 
rebels shoot better than the federals and put 
more heart into their actions. Frequently 
rebels would ride into the center of streets 
down Which the federals were firing, and, 
sitting on their horses, would wave their 
carbine at the fecerals, yelling, “ Viva Car. 
ranza and then every insult they could 
think of. 

There were quite a number of women 
among the rebels. They were all mounted 
and armed like the men and did not hesitate 
to gallop across streets under fire, yelling 
“Viva Carranza. 

The field artillery and infantry fire of both 
the rebels and ‘the federals was wild. A 
number of private houses were struck by 
shrapnel from field guns aimed at public 
buildings. 

Neither side has any conception of the stern 
determination with which modern armies 
seek their enemy and attack him, continuing 
their efforts until a decisive result is pro- 
duced, thus ending the-war. The instant a 
federal or rebel force encounters a fire which 
produces materia] loss they retire. ; 


Federals Better Disciplined. 

The federais have more discipline than the 
rebels, but with neither of them is it sufficient 
to permit the officers to control a-d direct 
their men under fire, even if they wished to 
and knew how te do it, which they do not. 

All this means that the kind of fighting 
going on in Mexico can be called nothing but 
skirmishing. That it will ever produce any 
decisive result is extremely doubtful. 

In the meanwhile, omitting the heroism and 
determination of the wars of the middle ages, 
the Mexicans indulge in the savagery and 
ferociousness of that period in spite of the 
fact that such actions are severely punished 
in all modern armies. 

While the federal troops respect property 
in a way, which the rebels do not, the rebels 
are more humane to the Mexican people asa 
whole. This insures them the support of the 
lower and middle class Mexicans in every 
town which they enter. It also brings them 
many recruits. 

When they left Monterey many of the 
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sixty dead. They

No matter what the Americans or their 
authorities do, the motive assigned is always 
some contemptible one that only a mind such 
as the majority of the Mexicans have could 


conceive of. 
In the meanwhile Monterey is practically 


cut off from the outside world, work is stead- 
ily growing more scarce, prices are as stead- 
ily going up, while the renewal of the rebel 
attack seems only a question of time.

Young girls and boys are 
forced to go to work before they have de- 
veloped either their minds or bodies. Such 
conditions unit the children for service in 
the world, and prove a liability rather than 

asset to the community. 

“The community as a whole is to blame. 
The Chicago people who live on the boule- 
vards and send their garbage to our ward 
are not cruel. They are only ignorant and 
indifferent. They do not reglize the gle 
of the people in the stockyards region, and 
not realizing, they do not care.“

Evanston, HI., Nov. 13.—[Editor of The 
T ibune.}]—In the able editorial which ap- 
peared in Tur Curcaco TRIBUNE entitled 
The Boycott on the Babies attention was 
clearly drawn to the idea that all of the 
tendencies of modern life were in the direc- 
tien of bringing hardship to the children of 
the moderately weill to do and to the poor, 
Modern civilization dweils upen palliatives 
as remedies for existing ille, and especially 
ig this the case in our country. Chicago is 
juatly proud of its children's playgrounds. 
These are excellent, and are a hopeful prom- 
lee of better feeling toward childhood, Would 
it be possible, as this editorial suggests, to 
pass laws which might be enforced compel- 
ling landlords to grant greater hospitality 
to families? Probability is against such an 
assumption. Indeed, it is problematical if 
purely negative measures ever accomplish 
the result desired. 

I desire to invite attention to purely con- 
structive work that has created a revolution 
in this regard in London, and might be made 
a matter of immense importance in the Unit- 
ed States. I now refer to cooperative house 
building plans, which have been most suc- 
cessfully worked out. To be sure, the mu- 
nicipal authorities have their share of praise 
for assisting the codperative societies in va- 
rious ways, and especially in condemning 
properties that are a menace to society, 
which have given way to codperative homes 
that have proved so great an advantage.

Presently the assistant reported a 
specific gravity of 1,001, whereupon the fake 
doctor looked grave and declared the case 


to be much more serious than he thought.

When the evidence was complete the stories 
of the reporters were published, and con- 
sternation spread throughout the camp of 
the fakers. Then came further develop- 
ments from victims and former assistants, 
some of whom had gone into the business 
thinking it legitimate. One of these, when 
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after he had gone—after leaving §20—said, in 
his innocence: “ But you can cure him, doo- 
tor.“ 

The doctor looked at him hard, as though 
he had made a feol of himself, and said:

Mann’s Theory of Reform. 

Mann said only through the extension and 
proper idealizing of trade unions as now or- 
ganized, could the working man expect to 
attain the best conditions. He said the best 
conditions could be reached only under 
syndical'sm, where labor will produce for 
use only and not for profit.” 

In poiriting to the progress already made 
by trade unions, especially in this country, 
Mann said: 

“The standard of life here in Chicage 
is 80 per cent higher for the mechanie whe 
comes from Berlin or any other city in Ger- 
many. It le proport’onaily higher as com- 
pared with the mechanic who comes from 
London or any other city. This high stan- 
dard of life has been brought about through | 
the efforts of the trade unions. There is 4 
noticeable difference between the conditions 
in Chicago, a labor city, and those which 
prevail in Milwaukee, a Socialistic 
city.” 

Mann further explained syndicalism holds 
the state and government should be ignored 
entirely; that organization and direct action 
by the laboring classes are the moet effective 
methods to reach the ideal condition. 


Defense of Socialism, 

In defending Socialism, Lewis sald the 
final object practically was the same as in 
syndicalism, but that the methods recom- 
mended by the Socialists for gaining the 
end were radically different. He said it was 
only by “ wresting the state and government 
from the capitalistic ruling classes that we 
can hope to secure deal conditions.” He 
said the main object of the Socialists in their 
efforts to gain control of government. was 
to eliminate it. 

„We Soctaliste have no doubt as to what 
we propose to do with it when we have taken 
possession of the state. We propose to de- 
stroy it. We regard the state as & machine 
gun, being directed upon us as an efficient 
weapon in the hands of the ruling classes, 
Until that gun is taken and spiked, no at- 
tempt at a social revolution will be safe for 
the working classes in thie or any other 


country.“
